The greatest excitement and consterna¬ 
tion prevails at Guaymas, and in fact 
throughout the whole of Sonora ; and the 
authorities arc constantly on the lo. k-out | 
for Fillibusters. According to their state- j 
ments, they were expecting one thousand 
Fillibusters to land from a vessel in the 
gulf. A most scrutinizing watch is kept 
upon all Americans, of whom the inhabi¬ 
tants appear to entertain a great deal of 
fear. 

All the available force of the country 
lias been called into requisition by the ;
